Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The word "piece" merely means "a part of a 
whole"; see the attached dictionary definition. The applied '806 reference shows a "one piece seal" as claimed in Figures 2 and 3. Note 
that only claim 13 and claims dependent therefrom recite this limitation. With respect to the indentation recited in claims 1, 7, and claims 
dependent therefrom, Figure 3 in '806 clearly shows the channel 60 to comprise an indentation which seats the members 56. 

Continuation of 10. Other: 


The information disclosure statement filed 21 November 2003 fails to comply with 37 CFR 1.97(d) because it lacks a statement as 
specified in 37 CFR 1.97(e).
